Cure For Hard Times 

Business conditions in Canada are not good at the present time, and, 
while this Dominion is probably in better shape than most countries, that in 
itself is poor consolation. Instead of endeavoring to find excuses for present 
conditions, the chief business of every individual citizen should be to find a 
remedy and effect an improvement. And the hopeful feature of the situation 
is that an improvement is not contingent on what Governments, Banks and 


big financial and industrial corporations may, or may not, do. Betterments 
will be the result of the actions of individuals. 


Somebody made the remark a short time ago that hard times had come. 
This is challenged by one of the most widely travelled and best informed 
men in Western Canada who says that the person making such a remark was 


in error, and that he should have said “soft times have gone.” We are not 
s0 sure that even this is the correct way of putting it. Rather we would 


say that too many people are acting on the assumption that soft times have 
come. 


There is only one remedy for the existing economic ills from which all 
are suffering, and that is work. Not work by a few, but work by all. Not 
a minimum of work, but the full maximum of work of which one is capable. | 
Not work as it is advocated by the six-to-eight hour day, five days a week, 
agitators but work as understood in the biblical injunction “ 
thou labor’—that is a hard, honest day’s work.

A financial man who recently made an extended trip throughout West- 
ern Canada studying conditions, states that wherever he went he heard such 
questions as, ‘‘What are the banks going to do?” “What are the manufac- 
turers, the railways, the Governments, the farmers, going to do?” But in 
no single instance did he hear a business man or artizan say what HE was 
going to do. There is, as this man said, a mighty serious epidemic of “Let 
George do it” sweeping the country at the present time, and many business 
men have the disease in a more or less virulent form. 


Commenting on the situation as this man found it, a writer in ofe of the 
trade journals says: “It has got so that the popular indoor and outdoor sport 
of today is ‘passing the buck,’ and yet we are wondering what is the matter 
with business. We are all waiting for the other fellow to start something, 
and feel deeply offended when he signals for us to make the first move. The 
world has grown so used to play that it cannot settle down to work. The 
boss is talking and thinking golf. In a few weeks he will be playing golf, 
and his employees pattern themselves upon him. The stenographer spends 
the best part of her short working day planning what she will wear to the 
next dance. The oflice boy is wondering how many grandmothers he will 
be able to safely bury during the baseball season. It is the aftermath of 
the boss taking up golf, under the excuse that he fs ‘keeping himself fit to 
play more golf.” 

“There’s nothing wrong with business that I can see,” said this observant 
traveller, “but there is a whole lot wrong with business men. Too many 
people are drawing their pay and their breath, and that is about all they do 
draw—they are trying to look prosperous even if they don’t feel prosperous.” 
They are wondering, and waiting, for others to get busy while idling them- 
selves. ' 

It is well to remember, declares the trade journal from which we have 
already quoted, that success comes in cans and failures in can’ts. There 
is only one letter between the two, but it makes all the difference in the 
world as far as results are concerned, and it is results that count. 

The remedy for present hard times, or soft times, is to get away from 
present-day delusions, and to get back to the good old biblical methods, | 
namely, hard work, bending the back, elbow grease and by the sweat of 
brows, coupled with the average amount of brains and general thrift, things | 
will soon right themselves. 

The great present-day need is confidence coupled with energy and a will 
to do, Confidence in our country and in our country’s institutions, but | 
above all confidence in ourselves. It is time we quit blaming all our mis- 
fortunes ahd troubles on the war, and after-war effects. Millions of men 
and women during the war learned to look to Governments and semi-govern- 
ment institutions for clothing, food, and the wherewithal to live. This was 
inevitable when men were taken from their ordinary avocations for military 
service. But the time has long since arrived when people must stop leaning | 
on such supports, and must exert themselves and provide for themselves. In- 
stead of relying on others to do for them, they must do for themselves. In} 
a word, they must develop their old self-confidence and sét:to work for them- 
selves. 

Until all individuals realize these things, and until they learn that a 
continuance of so-called soft times in reality means and brings about hard | 
times, the country will wallow in the slough of business depression and un. | 
‘employment.

Britain Pays Agen 


U.S. Receives Second Instaliment for 
Silver Bsught During War 

Payment of -$19,672,500 by Great 
Britain as the second installment on 
the debt of $122,000,000 created by the 
Government’s purchase of silver dur- 
ing the war has been reported by the 
} treasury of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York. 

The payment consisted of $18,300,- 
000 of principal and $1,372,500 of in- 
terest. A further installment of $12,- 
200,000 on the debt is due May 15, 
which will cut Great Britains debt in 


, half. 


Under tne arrangement for payment 
by Great Britain on the silver pur- 
chases, the debt will be liquidated in 
May, 1924, these payments being en- 
tirely apart from the $5,000,000,000 of 
war loans due the United States from 
Great Britain.

Artificial Daylight 


Surprising Results are Obtained by 
Use of Special Colored Glass 
One of the most interesting prob 
lems in illumination is to provide an 
artificial source of light which will 
exactly reproduce ordinary daylight. 
Such a source of light is invaluable in 
the textile industry and for the matc: 
ing of fabrics. One way of obtaining 
the desired result is to filter the light 
of an electric or other lamp through 
special glasses, but a British inventor 
recently produced another form in 
which all the light is reflected from 
an umbrella shaped reflector on which 
patches of certain colors are painted. 
All the light used comes from this re- 
flector and is modified by the colors 
to give a very exact imitation of day- 
light. An improved form of this arti- 
ficial daylight apparatus has just been 
patented. The reflector consists of 
two layers of material perforated with 
holes so that a certain number of 
spots of the colors are exposed. Rad- 
jal strips of another color are placed 
over the perforated layers, the whole 
arrangement being mechanjcally 
strong and giving the correct areas 
ef the various colors to provide arti- 

ficial daylight.

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We have all stopped before a clock 
and watched the pendulum go to and 
fro, and tick off the seconds of time 
in its ceaseless work. Why It ticks 
off seconds, we probably do not know, 
and furthermore do not care—we 
simply know that it is its business to 
do so. However, there is a reason; 
it is dependent upon the length of 
the pendulum and upon the force or 
pull that causes it to oscillate If 
we change its length the period will 
be different, or if we change the 
force or pull, retaining the same 
length, the period will again be differ- 
ent. d 

The pull or force is essentially the 
attraction of the earth upon the dis- 
placed bob of the pendulum, so that if 
we allow a pendulum of invariable 
length to swing in different parts of 
the earth and note the number of 
swings it makes, say in an hour or in 
a day, it will give us a measure for 
determining the difference of pull or 
attraction of the earth, which would 
mean that it would tell us the rela- 
tive distance that we are from the 
centre of the earth at the various 
stations of observation. From this 
it is obvious that the figure or ellip- 
ticity of the earth may be found by 
means of the pendulum, 

The figure and rotation of the earth 
affect the pendulum in two distinct 
ways. In the northern hemisphere 
going southward, say from Ottawa to 
Washington, we get a little farther 
away from the centre of the earth on 
account of the equatorial bulge 
Then, furthermore, at Washington the 
centrifugal force is greater, there is 
a greater tendency to fly off; so that 
altogether the pull at Ottawa is 
greater than it is at Washington. 

It may be observed that a miner, 
weighing his,gold in the Yukon by 
means of a spring balance and be- 
lieving it to represent so many pounds 
and ounces, would naturally be sur- 
prised if he weighed that same gold 
with the same spring balance in 
Ottawa, before turning his gold over 
to the Mint, to find that it weighed 
less here by something like the 550th 
part of what it weighed in the Yukon. 
This is due to no fault of the scale 
whatever, but simply that gravity is 
less at Ottawa than at places further 
north. This is one reason why spring 
balances are illegal as appliance for 
weighing. The greatest difference in 
gravity upon the earth is between 
the poles and the equator, where the 
difference amounts to filly one two- 
hundredths. 

With the great many pendulum 
observations, or gmivity observations, 
as otherwise called—-because by 
means of the pendulum we determine 
the gravity of the earth—distributed 
over many parts of the earth, besides 
actual linear measurements which 
have been made, the figure of the 
earth is determined with a high de- 
gree of accuracy, so that at any given 
latitude we know in advance what 
the theoretical value of gravity should 
be or, which is the same thing, we 
know accurately the length that the 


pendulum must have in order to 
swing seconds there, 
The mean density of the earth, 


which is a liltle over five and a half 
times that of water, has been well 


determined and more so the densities, gradually melted , but 


of the many different kinds of. rock 
formations and other minerals that 


constitute the crust of the earth, 
upon which the oscillations are de- 
pendent. Any change in the dis- 


tribution of them will, therefore, af- 
fect the time of the oscillations of the 
pendulum. It is obvious that the 
wearer matter is more effective than 
than matter more remote in its attrac- 
tion on the pendulum. 

All the preceding is to explain and 
emphasize that the oscillation of a 
pendulum is dependent upon the dis- 
tribution of matter around it and 
below it. 

We are just now at the point of 
revealing what the pendulum shows 
and by work carried on by the Do- 
minion Observatory. Let us here 
say a few words of the pendulums 
used for gravity observations. These 
pendulums have no clockwork.\ They 
swing On an agate plane supported 
by an agate knife-edge. The time of 
oscillation of a single swing is de- 
termined to an extraordinary degree 
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Swinging Of Pendulum 
Will Now Be Used 
For Locating Oil Or Gas 
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of accuracy—to the one ten-millionth 
of a second of time—the time being 
derived from the stars. 

Hence, if we set up our apparatus, 
at a place whose latitude is accur- 
ately known, and determine the time 
of oscillation of the pendulum, whose 
period is known at a given place, like 
Ottawa and Washington, we will find 
whether there is an excess or defect 
of mass about the station or place. 
In‘another word, and the revelation 
is made. We find, for instance, that 
the pendulum swings too quickly for 
that particular latitude, which would 
mean that there is an excess of mass 
acting on the pendulum. Such a re 
sult would absolutely preclude the 
presence of oll or gas in the rock for- 
mation. This is stfrely something 
worth knowing to the prospector or 
company about to drill for ofl or gas, 
It seems a far story that the pendu- 
lum, quietly “and almost invisibly 
swinging with small amplitide, in a 
small exhausted iron case, should tell 
so surely and so well whether oil or 
gas are below it; for where oil or gas 
are, the same space cannot be .occu- 
pied by dense rocks, and if dense 
rocks are present to excess there can- 
not be oil or gas in any quantities! 
present, so that the pendulum tells | 
us positively of the absence of oil or 
gas. 

If; on the other hand, we find that 
the pendulum is swinging too slowly, 
when its period is too long, this would 
mean that there is present a defect | 
of mass, the reason for which may 
be ofl, gas or rock of small density, 
so that while’ the pendulum is able 
to predict definitely the absence of 
oil and -gas, which may mean the 
savings of thousands of dollars use- 
lessly expended in the search for 
these desirable commodities, it only 
forecasts the possibility of the pres- 
ence of oil or gas.

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On February 4, 1922, the old Fort 


Prince of Wales, which occupies the 
west peninsula at the mouth of the 
Churchill River, Hudson Bay, was 
placed by order in council, under the 
control of the National Parks Branch 
of the Department of the Interior, 
and will henceforth be preserved as 
one of the chief historic memorials 
of ‘Western Canada. The old fort 
has the distinction of being the most 
northerly fortress on the American 
continent, and, at the time of its com- 
pletion, in 1747, was the strongest 
fort in North America, not even ex- 
cepting Quebec. 

According to the original plans its 
walls were to have beet 42 feet thick, 
but, owing to some objection on the 
part of the Governor they were first 
built 25 feet thick. This, however, 
was judged inadequate, after a certain 
amount of heavy gun practice, and 
one section of the wall was pulled 
down and rebypilt according to the 
original specifications. The fort 
mounted 40 guns, carrying from 6 to 
24 pounds. 

In August, 1782, Samuel Hearne, 
the Hudson’s Bay explorer and 
Governor of Fort Churchill, received 
the astonishing information that Eng- 
land and France were at war, and 
that ‘Admiral de la Perouse, with a 
force of 400 soldiers, was waiting out- 
side of the fort for his surrender. As 
a prisoner, he witnessed the efforts of 
the French Admiral to demolish the 
massive fortifications, which had tak- 
en fourteen years to build. Since 
that time the fortress has remained a 
picturesque and romantic ruin, uncer: 
tain of its fate, and always in danger 
of being blotted from the national 
memory. There is now every prob- 
ability that, in the course of time and 
as opportunity offers, the old fort will 
receive the attention and care from 
the National Parks Branch that are 
being devoted to other historic sites, 
and that the old ruin, with the fifty 
acres of land attached, will become an 
interesting feature of the ever-extend- 
ing scheme of Dominion parks.

There are enabling or facul- 
tative provisions ‘and there are com- 
pulsory provisions. As to those of 
the former class, I apprehend that 
Parliament. has undoubted authority 
to constitute a.board for the pur- 
pose of buying and selling and to 
enable it to contract and to exercise 
such powers as are necessary or in- 
cidental to a voluntary undertak- 
ing. 

“The board is, however, invested 
with compulsory powers and, for the 
purpose of considering the authority 
of Parliament to constitute a commis- 
sion clothed with these powers, it is 
well to mention some of these separ- 
ately. They include: (a) fixing of 
maximum prices or margins of prof. 
at which flour may be sold by millers; 
(b) the compulsory taking ef wheat 
in store or in transit to compensation 
fixed by the board, including power 
byworder of the board to transfer the 
property in any wheat so stored or in 
transit to such purchaser and upon 
such terms as the board may nomin- 
ate and prescribe; (c) prohibition of 
the buying and selling of wheat in 
Canada on commission or otherwise 
and the operating of elevators or 
warehouses for wheat except by 
license of the board; (d) authority to 
regulate delivery to the board of all 
wheat sold or purchased in Canada; 
(e) regulation by the board of the 
dealings of its licenses.

Winnipeg.—That there is plenty 
of elevator space on the Canadian 
Pacific tracks at the head of the 
lakes to take care of all loading done 
in the interior between now and the 
opening of navigation, which will be 
about April 25 was the statement 
made by Canadian Pacific Railway 
officials. 

Approximately 235,000 bushels per 
day of coarse. grains as well as 
wheat are being handled by the 
company. A percentage of wheat 
loaded does not reach the head of 
the lakes, but is absorbed by flour 
mills at Winnipeg, Moose Jaw, Medi- 
cine Ft and Calgary. 


Moiu.real.—The annual report of 
the C. P. R. issued last week showed 
gross earnings for the year 1921 of 
$193,021,854, which were less than 
the previous year by $23,- 

619,494. Operating expenses were 
“$158,820,114 and net earnings were 
$34,201,740, an increase for the year 
of $1,048,695. The number of. pas- 
sengers-carried was 15,313,358, a de- 
crease of 1,606,691. The average 
journey per passenger was 89.67 
miles as against 10245 miles last 
year and the average fare paid was 
$2.59 as compared. with $2.89 in 
1920. The number of tons of freight 
carried was 25,102,821 tons as 
against 30,160,134 for the previous 
year. The year’s tonnage of freight 
multiplied by the number of miles it 
travelled Was 11,121,322,012, while 
in 1920 it was 13 994,508,975. 


Vancouver.—Mr. C. A. Cotterell, 
assistant general superintendent, 
British Columbia district, of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, returned 
to the city from a trip through 
Southern British Columbia and over 
the main line from Field west. 

He states that notwithstanding 
that spring weather is unusually 
late, there is a marked improvement 
in business activity throughout the 
interior. Shipments from the mines 
are very satisfactory, and there is 
quite an improvement in the pole 
and lumber business. The move- 
mert of freight in British Cclumbia 
shows a substantial increase in com- 
parison with the same period last 
year. 

Just as soon as weather conditions 
will permit, the railway will be put- 
ting on a number of men. to take 
care of the season’s track work, 
which should help the unemploy- 
ment situation materially 


Vancouver.—After waging war- 
fare ever since the wharfs were first 
erected, Canadian Pacific officials 
are of the opinion that they have at 
last exterminated the thousands of 
rats that used to infest the neigh- 
borhood, causing thousands of dol- 
lars damage to freight. 

About six months ago the com- 
pany brought all its artillery to bear 
in the shape of a specially-prepared 
poison, which was liberally placed in 
every runway that could be detected, 
care being taken to see that dogs 
could not reach it. Not satisfied 
with this, a wonderful rat trap, of 
a pattern that has done great ser- 
vice for the company at other places 
was purchased at an expense of 
$15. The trap was placed in the 
place formerly most largely fre- 
quented by the rodents, the cooper- 
age room. There it remained for a 
week or more but caught no rats. 

The trap was found to be workin 
properly, but investigation show 
that the poison had exterminated 
the rats, 

Vancouver officials of the com- 
pany say they will be glad to give 
wholesalers and others who are sts- 
taining heavy loss through rat de- 
struction, the benefit of the methods

Examining Fabrics by X-Rays 


Can Test Fibre in Automobile Tires 
by this Process 

X-rays have been employed in re- 
cent years for many other purposes 
than that of examining the tissues of 
the body. They have been employ- 
ed in the examination of metals and 
of manufactured articles such as aero- 
plane parts. One of the latest and 
most interesting applications is in the 
testing of the fibres of the canvas 
used in the manufacture of pneuma- 
tic motor tires. In order to give a 
distinct X-ray photograph the yarn 
or canvas must be soaked in very 
dense materials which absorb the X- 
rays. This treatment is apt to dam- 
age the fibre, but a British company 
has managed, after many experi- 
ments, to produce a_ solution with 
which the material can be impregnat- 
ed without any deterioration. The X- 
Tay examination shows the extent tq 
which the warp and the woof stretch, 
and it also reveals the changes in 
structure and in strength which a 
canvas undergoes when soaked in rub- 
ber solution. By means of this high- 
ly scientific treatment it is possible 
to determine how the canvas should 
be woven to’ remain square and 
strong.
